P ro c e e d in g s a t tile I n q u e s t O v e r W in g ­ 
field ’s B ody. 
Benicia, July lü:h.—The Coroner’s jury 
held an inquest on the bedy of J. Page 
W ingfield this morning, and found that de­ 
ceased came to his death from a pistol shot 
at the bands of J. E. Crooks. 
At the in­ 
quest a num ber of witnesses were exam ­ 
ined, and all seemed to agree that Crooks 
was first assaulted. W . L. Clark, W ing­ 
field's companion, stated that he and the 
deceased came to town to demand an ex­ 
planation, redress or satisfaction for the 
article published in the New Era, and that 
they went down G street to m eet Crooks 
when they saw him coming. 
W ingfield’s 
ante-mortem statem ent recites that as he 
walked toward Crooks he saw him take a 
pistol from his hip and transfer it to his 
C“>at pocket. Wingfield then walked up to 
Crooks and struck him in the face. Crooks 
drew and fired, but missed, as Wingfield 
was retreating. Wingfield then turned and 
came back and Crooks again fired. 
Mr. Crooks came down from Fairfield 
last evening and went before Justice Fraz'er 
to answer a charge of murder, which 
Bishop Wingfield had sworn to after the 
death of his son. Crooks was again re­ 
leased on $25 000 bonds. 
The body of Wingfield will be shipped 
to Portsm outh, Ya., this evening. Services 
were held in the Episcopal Church at 3 
p. m. 
W e understand that seven of the 
ten membeis of the Coroner's jury were 
for acquitting Crooks.

P e ta lu m a , July 10th.—At the meeting of 
the Board of Trustees the oiher evening 
an eloquent memorial was presented to 
that body by the Board ot Education, pray­ 
ing the Board of Trustees to issue bonds to 
the am ount of $3,500 to meet the require­ 
ments of a gift by a local philanthropist 
who offers to donate a plot of ground in 
the central portion of the city, valued at 
$5,000, conditional upon the Board erecting 
thereon a kindergarten school valued at 
$3,500, and also, in the event of the Board 
complying, accompanying the gift with a 
cash donation of $3500 to endow the 
school. The Board of Trustees had the 
tem erity to decline the magnificent offer 
on a former occasion, but it is not thought 
they will venture a repetition of it in the 
face of publie opinion.

San Diego, July 10th.—After the hunt 
for 
M urray, the m urderer of Marshal 
Wilson, of Oceanside, 
had relaxed in 
vigilance, 
and 
part of the posse bad 
been 
w ithdrawn from the search, the 
crim inal came from his hiding-place in the 
vicinity of the murder, where he has been 
ever siuce, and gave him self up last night, 
when his chances for getting away seemed 
the best. About noon to day a wagon with 
four dusty and tired-out men drove up to 
theCountv Jail. One of them was quicklv 
placed in the strongest cell, while the other 
three men went to the room of the Connty 
Snpervisors and received a warrant for $500, 
that being the am ount otiercd for M urray's 
capture by the county. 
John M artin, W illiam Griffin and A. 
Paden were the men who brought him in, 
and they say that Murray applied to Martin 
last night at Griffin's ranch, in the San 
Luis Rev valley, for som ething to eat. H e 
was a sorry looking sight aud was nearly 
starved to death. After eating he surren­ 
dered his pistol on condition that they 
should bring him to San Diego by wagon- 
road, and protect him from the mob at 
Oceanside. They started from the ranch, 
forty-two miles from the city, about m id­ 
night, and drove in by a circuitous route in 
order to avoid the citizens of that place, 
who learned of the capture, and were re­ 
ported out in force to lynch the prisoner. 
Murray says he was lying hid in the 
grass on top of a knob for five days, and 
twice a brother of the murdered man passed 
within a few yards of him . 
He claims that 
he thought he had killed a m an named A1 
McCray, and was so drunk at the tim e that 
he did not know wbat he was doing. 
H e was arraigned before Judge Hays this 
afternoon, aud when questioned said, "Yes, 
I am guilty, Judge: but 1 want a fair 
shake.” 
H e was told that he would have 
a chance to make his plea later, aud was 
removed to jail. 


Trc'inblor?* in th e S o u th . 
A rroyo Grande, July 10th.—The terri­ 
tory around Los Olivos has been troubled 
with an earthquake the past few days.

F R A N C E 'S NAVY. 


I ts D e fe c ts Severely- C ritic ise d in th e 
C h a m b e r o f D e p u tie s. 
P aris, Jnly 10th.—M. De I.anessan’s in ­ 
terpellation on the condition of the French 
navy being iu the programme, the Deputies 
to day made all possible haste to conclude 
the debate on the m ilitary bill. The clauses 
left over from Monday were passed over 
without debate, and then, belore the vote 
on the bill as a whole was taken, Baron 
Reillea read, in the name of the Right, a 
declaration to the effect that the measure 
under debate, although greatly and advan­ 
tageously modified by the Senate.contained 
the germs ot grave dangers, both from a 
m ilitary and social point of view. 
M. Pictou, speaking from the Extrem e 
Left, said that the bill was not as good as it 
m ight have been had not the Senate had a 
finger in the m aking of it, but as the neces­ 
sities of the m om ent require that this 
measure should become a law, he and 
those who thought with him would vote 
for it. The vote was then taken on the bill 
as a whole, 336 Deputies voting for and 170 
against it. 
M. De Lanessan now appeared in the 
tribune, prim ed with m aterial for his at­ 
tack on the M inister of Marine. The recent 
naval maneuvers in the M editerranean 
had, 
he said, furnished overwhelming 
proof of the inefficiency ot the French fleet 
in those waters, and particularly of the in­ 
adequacy of the coast defenses." W hat did 
the Minister propose to do to rem edy this 
condition ot things? 
Admiral Krantz, in reply, 
wondered 
where and how M. de Lanessan had ob­ 
tained the data on which he based his in ­ 
terpellation. 
The Minister said he had 
not yet received the reportsof the adm irals 
who had conducted the maneuvers. W hat­ 
ever m ight be the nature of the reports it 
was probable that the rum ors that had 
reached M. Lanessau’s ears were greatly 
exaggerated, and that there was a great 
deal less reason to suppose that the coun­ 
try’s naval defenses were inadequate. None 
the less, continued Adm iral Krantz, with 
the Government convinced of the necessity 
of increasing the strength of the navy, the 
Chamber would probably ere 
long he 
called upon to vote an "extra 60,000,000 
francs for that purpose. 
These explanations did not satisfy M. 
Salis, who declared that the results of the 
recent 
naval 
maneuvers 
had 
caused 
throughout the country a profound emo­ 
tion. 
How the speaker inteuded to con­ 
clude his sentence history will never know, 
for the Left groaned with such unanim ity 
aud good will that M. Salis thought the 
best thing he could do was to make room 
for another. 
This was M. de Lanessan, who was as 
little satisfied with tbe Minister of M arine’s 
reply as M. Salis. An immense am ount of 
tim e had been lost, and Admiral Krantz's 
promises were as vague as the excuses re­ 
garding the insufficiency of funds at his 
disposal were lame. 
France was rich 
enough to be abie to strengthen her navy 
and the fortifications of new ports. As it 
was, continued the Deputy of the Seine, 
there were not sufficient cruisers, and not 
one of those but was behind the age in 
speed and efficiency. 
M. Tirard, President of the Council, took 
up arms on behalf of Adm iral Krantz, 
who, he said, was overmodest. The Min­ 
ister of Marine, all competent authorities 
agreed, had tffected n.any im portant re­ 
forms and improvements in the navy. The 
Government was ready to give Admiral 
K rantz the 60,000 000 francs wnich he re­ 
quired, and would, if necessary, appeal to 
the patriotism of the Chamber for this 
purpose. 
This closed the debate, the result of the 
vote which followed being that the House 
rejected M. de Lanessan’s order of the day, 
inviting the Government to take im m e­ 
diate measures for the im provem ent of the 
navy.

The prosecution contended that the evi­ 
dence made out a clear enough case to ju s­ 
tify Burke's extradition. 
Judge Bain held that a sufficient case 
had been made out; that w hile most of 
the evidence is circum stantial, it seemed to 
him that evidence giving a strong presum- 
tion of guilt is all that is necessary to com­ 
m it a prisoner for trial or remand him for 
extradition. He therefore committed Burke 
to jail, to await extradition. 
A foil Court, 
he said, is now sitting, and the case could 
be brought before them immediately in an 
application for a writ of habeas corpus. 
The application will he made to the De­ 
partm ent of Justice at Ottawa for extradi­ 
tion, but the prisoner will be given fifteen 
days grace in which to appeal from Judge 
Bain’s decision.

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A SENSIBLE SUGGESTION. 
Araasa Walker, the head of the great 
polytechnic school at Boston, in a recent 
address before the Phi Beta Kappa Society 
at Mound University, said: “ Let it he our 
pride, as it is our privilege, to remain the 
great unarmed nation, as little fearing 
harm from any as desiring to do wrong to 
any.” 
America is the one great nation of the 
earth which can afford to set the example 
of living without an armament. Man­ 
kind has already passed that point in his­ 
tory when nations ruthlessly make wars of 
conquest. Iu Europe national boundaries 
are the result of long sustained and his­ 
toric contentions. The nations of Eurone 
maintained vast armaments on land and 
sea, burdening their industries with the 
expense of maintenance, narrowing the 
possibilities of the common life hv govern" 
menial taxation and forcing the weaker 
elements of society into the mire of 
poverty, below the line of which is abso­ 
lute submergence and death. America is 
menaced from no quarter with cause of 
war of any kind. 
Modern commercial 
methods forbid, and will continue to for­ 
bid, any insult or outrage to American 
commerce. Modern diplomacy makes it 
inqtossible for any nation to wage cause­ 
less war upon our own. We desire to 
make no aggressive warfare. Our defense 
lies in our inherent strengtli and power for 
defense. 
if all the nations of Europe to-day were 
republics, there would be absolutely no 
necessity for maintaining vast armies, 
which disgrace current civilization on that 
continent. Nations governed by the peo­ 
ple do not make aggressive wars. Such 
wars originate in the selfish ambition of 
sovereigns or the desire for national ag­ 
grandizement on the part of some upstart 
King. 
The most sublime national spectacle that 
has ever presented itself to the students of 
history is that presented by unarmed 
America to-day, and it is unarmed because 
it can afford to be. It is too strong to be 
attacked ; it is too just to provoke assault, 
liven its seeming defenselessness is a de­ 
fense, just as to be unarmed among cut­ 
throats is in a measure a guarantee against 
attack. The example of unarmed Amer­ 
ica is worth more to the cause of human­ 
ity throughout the world, es|>ecially to the 
dignity and strength of republican institu­ 
tions, than the finest navy or the strongest 
army. 
The modern tendency of civilization is 
away from war and from preparations for 
war. In former times greatness in states­ 
manship consisted in conducting nations 
successfully through great wars, iu mod­ 
ern times it is the highest triumph of 
statesmanship to avoid hostile collision 
between nations. The two grandest per­ 
sonages of our time, (iladstone and Bis­ 
marck, have their chief distinction in their 
ability to achieve for the nations over 
whose political destiny they have presided 
the fruits of war without bloodshed. Eng­ 
land, under the leadership of Gladstone, in 
1885, by avoiding the war which Russia 
sought to provoke, achieved a greater vic­ 
tory than could possibly have attended the 
conquest of armies 
The example of unarmed America, if 
persisted in, and the blessing to the masses 
of her citir.tns which will inevitably fol­ 
low that unarmed condition, will eventu­ 
ally so educate the world that its great 
powers will stand in invincible alliance to 
preserve and [>er|>etuate peace. 


A m o r e absurd proposition was never 
put forward than that of the mutinous 
musicians of the National Guard in San 
Francisco, that they have equities on their 
side, and desire I.abor Commissioner Tobin 
to investigate the whole matter and report 
to the public ju*t what were the causes of 
the recent mutiny. 
The Labor Com­ 
missioner has no authority to engage in 
any such an investigation, and if he does 
a > he will exceed his powers. The affair 
is a military one, with which the civil 
authority has nothing to do. But if he 
should investigate ami make public his 
findings, and should come to the judgment 
that the bands were justified in refusing to 
obey the commands of their officers, what 
vrould it amount to? 
It would be simply 
the opinion of Mr. Tobin, nothing more. 
To claim for it any virtue whatever would 
be to subject the officials of the National 
tinard, with the Governor at its head, to 
the power of a subordinate official of the 
civic order who has no authority to en­ 
force any judgment at which he may ar­ 
rive. The bandmen declare that all they 
want to know is where the blame rests for 
this tangle in which they are involved. 
That is a very simple and easily answered 
tynestion. 
The blame rests with the 
soldiers who refused to obey the commands 
of their superior officers issued in due 
form, and within the scope of authority. 
All the so-called causes lying back of that 
disobedience have nothing to do with the 
case. The one and only question is, did 
these musicians refuse and neglect to obey 
-orders ? 
There the inquiry begins, and 


there it ends. All this twaddle about 
wages and non-Union men in the line, is 
merely wool that it is sought to pull over 
the eyes of the people. The bands regu­ 
larly enlisted at a stated price, and it 
would have been paid to them in due 
order. They knew the rate when they en­ 
listed, and voluntarily closed the bargain 
by such enlistment. No possible after ex­ 
cuse should avail them for mutinously 
retreating from their voluntarily assumed 
obligation. -

M uldoon, who trained Sullivan for the 
prize ring, has done the country some 
service by testifying that ring fighting is 
“ brutal,” and that he wants to see no 
more of it. This is valuable evidence, for 
if the chief promoter of the late ring fight 
is forced by his conscience to admit that 
the fight in the ring is brutal, cruel, and 
should not any more be encouraged, the 
whole case of the friends of the “ ring” is 
gone. A thing that is brutal is brutaliz­ 
ing in its influence upon all who behold it, 
and only in lesser degree upon all who 
contemplate the reports of it with satisfac­ 
tion. If it is conceded that Mnldoon is 
right, then every man who encourages 
ring fighting, either directly by backing 
the men, or indirectly by betting on them, 
or encouraging the literature of the con­ 
test, is brutal in some degree. If this is 
the effect of the prize ring upon the adult, 
what must it be upon the susceptible 
youth? If the fight of last Monday was 
brutal, as Muldoon voluntarily testifies it 
was, what must be the effect of the reports 
of the brutality upon the sensibilities of 
the young men and women of the genera­ 
tion. 


T h e Atlanta (Ga.) Constitution recently 
contained an article in which it was stated 
that when the Legislature of the State 
should meet, in a few days from that time, 
two new and beautiful State flags would be 
floated over the Capitol, one over the Sen­ 
ate and one over the Assembly Chamber, 
and that these flags will be given to the 
breeze whenever the houses are in session. 
There is nothing to prevent a State hav­ 
ing a flag, or to inhibit it floating the same 
whenever the proper authority so directs. 
But the fact is that flags are so few, and so 
seldom seen or mentioned, that we do not 
believe there are ten men in the State of 
California to-day who can tell what the 
flag of any particular State is, or what 
States have flags. W hat is the matter 
with the stars and stripes, the one supreme 
and unapproachable emblem of nationality 
and freedom, recognized as such the world 
over, and that commands respect where- 
ever displayed ? Why is it that the flag 
of the free is displaced over any Capitol of 
any State ot the Union by a local symbol, 
which, beyond its own limited atmosphere, 
is unknown and uninspiring ? We venture 
the assertion that one may travel east, 
west and north, visit all Capitol buildings 
and other public edifices, and discover no 
other flag thrown to the breeze above 
them, than the national emblem of a free 
and united people, with every star in the 
flrmanent of blue shining with undimin­ 
ished luster. 
Thank heaven, California 
has no State flag, and she wants none. 
“ Old G lory” is good enough for her, and 
nothing shall displace it. 


T h e Albany Journal, remarking upon an 
indecent and unwarranted sneer at the 
love of the President for his grandchild, 
says : “Reputable newspajiers will respect 
the sanctity of the home circle of Presi­ 
dent Harrison.” Yes, and of the home 
circle of any other man. There is not one 
whit more of reason why the privacy of 
the President’s domestic hearth should not 
be invaded by the Paul Pry press than 
why any other citizen’s family circle 
should not be trespassed upon ; but, on the 
other hand, there is no reason why the 
purely private affairs of the household of 
any man who has not offended against the 
law, or who has not invited public ar­ 
raignment of himself and family, should 
be dragged before the public gaze. The 
sensational press, however, proceeds ui»on 
the theory that anything whatever that 
will gratify morbid curiosity or a prying 
disposition is legitimate prey for it. 
K ate F ield has done the country ma­ 
terial service by a sharp and straightfor­ 
ward paper in the North American Review, 
in which she has collated the testimony 
that establishes American ignorance and 
governmental neglect of Alaska. The pa­ 
per will do more to awaken attention and 
bring the public to inquire concerning our 
most northern territory than official docu­ 
ments and labored reports. The truth is 
that we have shamefully neglected the 
territory, and that we have not at all done 
our duty by the people of that region. 
There are possibilities for Alaska that are 
now thought of by but the few, and that 
fully justify the forethought of Mr. Sew­ 
ard, who saw in the purchase he con­ 
summated immense gain and advantage to 
this country.

WHAT HAS 3EEN DONE BY THE STATE

It is evident that the French Republi­ 
cans—esj>ecially in Paris—are pursuing a 
course intended to conciliate the Catholics 
of Europe. Such a policy will augment 
their chances of victory in the approach­ 
ing election. If the hostility of the Cleri­ 
cals to the republic can be tempered, if not 
broken down, the tenure of the republic will 
be more assured than if they remain in an­ 
tagonism. But the Republic ans of France 
cannot afford to make any concessions that 
will in the slightest degree grant power to 
the Clericals in the administration of the 
affairs of the Government. The church 
cannot hope for more in France as a re­ 
public than freedom, of conscience and 
equality before the law.

T h e r e is always increased danger from 
socialism when it takes up and promotes a 
really commendable reform. In Belgium 
the elective franchise is so limited that 
not one-tenth of the adult male population 
can avail of it. The Socialists seeing the 
opportunity to jtopulnrize themselves and 
thus gain a better fooling among the 
masses, are now leading in an agitation in­ 
tended to secure enlargement of the voting 
privilege. If the extension is grante.l the 
Socialists will claim all the credit for it. 
This fact the Government thoroughly ap­ 
preciates, and it may defeat that, which, 
under other championship, would have 
been granted without much demur. 


I t is provocative of merriment when it 
is recalled with what haste little Portugal 
sought the shelter that arbitration affords 
when there was a threat of anger on the 
part of other nations, against her, concern­ 
ing the Delagoa bay affair. But then, if 
arbitration is so good a thing for weak na­ 
tions, how much better it is for the strong.

[8. F. Bulletin, July 10th. J 
W. H. Mills, Chairman of the Committee 
on Publication and Advertising of the 
State Board of Trade, yesierday presented 
the following report at the meeting of that 
body: 
The w ort accomplished bv your Board in this 
departm ent of activity has been varied and ex­ 
tensive. It has em braced w ithin its features a 
perm anent exhibition of the products of Cali­ 
fornia in the city of San Francisco, accessible to 
Eastern aud home visitors. The average daily 
attendance upon this m eans of advertising our 
resources has beeu forty per day, for the days 
upon which the exhibition has been open the 
num ber of visitors for the year exceeding 
twelve thousand. A considerable num ber of 
Eastern visitors decline to enter their names 
upon the register, giving as an excuse for their 
reluctauce in this m atter that thev are liable to 
im portunities from real estate' agents and 
brokers. 
The second branch of advertising effort re­ 
lates to the issuance of circulars aud pam phlets 
The pnnted m atter distributed has beeu very 
voluminous. The Board has obtained the ad­ 
dresses of 75,000 people scattered throughout 
the I m ted States who have m anifested an in­ 
terest in this state, and to whom printed m atter 
is being sent and can be sent by the County 
Boards oí Trade. This list has increased irom 
two sources. Tne Board has advertised through­ 
out the United States that it will answer all in­ 
quiries on the subject of California, and will an­ 
swer all inquiries concerning m atters which the 
intending settler would desire to know, end in 
response letters are received constantly by the 
Board m aking such inquiries. The names of 
those obtained are added to the register ol ad­ 
dresses. The register of visitors kept at the 
headquarters of the State Board of Trade is also 
another source of augm entation to this list 
Pubucations, therelore, containing valuable in­ 
formation as to the resources of our State mav 
now be circulated economically aud with a 
reasonable guaranty that thev will reach the 
hands of those to whom they will be interesting 
and in whose m inds the inform ation they con­ 
tain will find a lodgment. 
The third feature or branch of our advertising 
m ethods relates to exhibitions in tue Eastern 
Slates. Since the organization of this body two 
of these have been m ade, one at the annual as­ 
sembly ot the National Grange at Lansin» 
Mich , aud the second during the vear for 
w hich this is a report, was m ade at Columbus 
Ohio. A full report of the success attending 
that exhibition has heretofore beeu m ade and 
is of record. 
The fourth branch relates to the exhibition 
w hich has become known to us aud to the pub­ 
lic a s '‘California on W heels.” It will only be 
necessary for the purposes of this report to say 
that the representative of this Board traveling 
w ith the exhibition reports to the present date 
600,000 visitors under whose observation the ex­ 
hibit in the cars has passed. V .ehavesus ained 
the exhibition train iu the field for seven 
months. It has been prolific of very extensive 
advertising. The exhibition itselt is hiehiv 
suggestive of the varied resources of our State 
is very attractive, aud while iu m any respects 
it tails short of presenting fully our resources, it 
is a m easurably adequate exhibition. Inci­ 
dental to its pilgrim age, we have obtained a 
vast am ount oi newspaper notice aud criticism 
always iavorable to the exbibidon and favora­ 
ble to the desirability of California as a place 
of residence. We have uo satisfactory data by 
which the value of this advertising m ay be 
ascertained or estim ated The great body of 
notices given the car, and the incidental discus­ 
sion of California, its people, its resources ana 
its desirability as a place of residen e, have 
come under our observation. Considering the 
character of the notices given aud the space 
occupied by them , and estim ating tbeir valué 
by the standard of ordinary advertising alone 
that is the comm ercial value of the space they 
occupy, and we feel it to be w ithin conservative 
estim ate to say that the space could not have 
beeu purchased lor $250,00j; adding to this the 
moral weight of the opinions expressed aud the 
moral responsibility of the papers m aking them 
iu the premises, and it is, perhaps, w ithin safe 
com putation to say that the expenditure of half 
a m illion dollars by the ordinary methods of ad­ 
vertising could not have diflused so widely or 
effectively the information which we are seek­ 
ing to place before the world concerning our 
commonwealth. The plan, therefore, of adver­ 
tising the State by a moving exhibition has 
conferred upon the Mate possibly all the advan­ 
tages wbich would have accrued by the ex­ 
penditure upon publications of $500,000. It has 
been obtained at a cost to this Board of a little 
in excess of $350 per m onth for seven m onths 
It is now proposed to have the cars return 
home, removing, however, at some convenient 
place, some Eastern commercial center, the ex­ 
hibition irom the cars, and establishing the 
rolling exhibition of 1888-89 in some city; pos­ 
sibly Lliicago. The exhibition is com posed/in 
a very large measure, of im perishable articles 
and may, therefore, be established as a very 
creditable perm anent exhibition in some ’catl­ 
ing Eastern center. Consultation with railroad 
authorities develops the lact that two very fine 
cirs may now be had for the cam paign of 1 889­ 
90. and upon this subject T. H. Goodman, the 
General Passenger Agent of the Southern Pa- 
cirtc Company, will address the Board to-day 
An improved exhibition, with three cars in­ 
stead of two. and traveling by a new route is 
the cheapest and most effective method oi ad­ 
vertising this State w hich could possib'y be de­ 
vised. Two exhibition cars instead of one will 
also afford better opportunity for classification 
while the additional spsce will m ake it possible 
to introduce features omitt-.d in the exhibition 
now traveling. 
Your comm ittee earnestly recommends the 
placing of a traveling exhibit for the season of 
1889-90 under the control ol the special com­ 
m ittee. and particularly isth i- desirable in the 
m atter of collecting the exhibit itself. It is the 
judgm ent of your com m ittee that the traveling 
exhibition by railroad is the cheapest ami most 
effective m eans of advertising the country that 
has yet been discovered. 
The num ber of 
persons visitiug these exhibitions, as already 
shown, is very great, but the benefit iu that di­ 
rection is to be compared with the extensive 
advertising received at the hands of the press. 
Considering the broad circulation of the papers 
which have given the exuibition, and in­ 
cidentally, the Stale it has represented, favor 
able notice, and it is w ithin reasonatde state­ 
ment to say thHt the attention of m illions of 
people has been called to the I’ dfic coast 
through this instrum entality. It would, there­ 
fore. appear to I* consistent with the dem ands 
of good adm inistration to profit by our past ex­ 
perience. aud improve the cars by rented} iug 
some of the uuavoidsble defects which are re- 
terable to the haste with which the whole 
enterprise was planned and launched, and by 
this im provem ent prove to our fellow-citizens 
ot the Ea*-t that the first exbibition by uo means 
exhausted the possibilities of representation of 
the varied products aud industries of our 
country. 
’th e work of the year ha.- been persistent, 
thoughtful and methodical. 
We cannot tail iu 
the accomplishm ent of great good to this com­ 
m onwealth 
We take this occasion to call the attention of 
the Mate Board of trade to the eneouraccm eut 
given the work ot this Board by the press of 
California. This encouragem ent iu rnanv in­ 
stances has am ounted to efficient aud hearty 
co-operation, for which some suitable recogni­ 
tion aud acknowledgm ent should be made.

A nother C alifornia P ion eer Seeks the 
G olden Shore. 
N ew Y ork , July 10th.—Duncan A. Mac- 
Tavish, agent of the Bank of British North 
America and an old-time merchant, died 
yesterday, aged 72 yeprs. The deceased 
was one of the earliest settlers in California, 
arriving by way of Mexico in the forties. 
After engaging in business in San Fran­ 
cisco for some years, in connection with 
W. R. Harrison, lately of Falkner, Bell A 
Co., and J. C. Taylor, now a resident of 
Oakland, he removed north, where he 
lived for sometime. In 1853 he returned 
to the East, and continued in the grain and 
commission business until about ten years 
ago, when be became agent for the Bank of 
British North America. Mr. MacTavish 
was well-known for his thrifty qualities, 
and died wealthy, bis fortune being esti­ 
mated at bettveeu $400,000 and $500,OoO. 


Incendiarism . 
Upon investigation, the fire of Friday 
night, which burrit the wheat crop on the 
Grafton place, seven miles southwest of 
Dunnigatt, proves to have been the delib­ 
erate work of an incendiary. The land is 
rolling and hilly, and the crop upon it was 
volunteer, and not good volunteer either. 
A Mail representative visited Iiunnigan 
Monday, and found the citizens almost 
unanimously agreed that the Prathers in­ 
sured the crop to burn it, and burnt it to 
get the insurance. Front reliable persons, 
who are acquainted with the property and 
who have visited it since the tire, it was 
learned that there were nineteen small 
stacks scattered over the place, which 
woold go, probably, from thirty-five to 
forty stacks to the stack. The fire started 
about 11 o'clock at night, and in a very few 
minutes all the stacks were in flames, ex­ 
cept three. The stubbie proved too tbin to 
burn, and the fire fiend carried the brand 
from one slack to another. In some places 
may be seen where the fire was dragged 
along the ground, where the stubble 
would't burn. In a number of places, 
around stumps, where the grain had been 
the rankest,'he fire had been set. only to

T R A D E IN LIQUORS. 
P roduction and C onsum ption of Spiritu­ 
ous and M alt Liquors. 
W ashington-, July 10th.—The Treasury 
Department to-day issues a statement 
showing the production and consumption 
of spirituous and malt liquors in the United 
States and foreign countries. 
France consumes the largest amount of 
wine per capita. Great Britain leads on 
beer per capita, Germany second and the 
United States a close third. On spirituous 
liquors Denmark has the largest. 
The total production of distilled spirits 
in the United States increased from 17,­ 
000.000 gallons in 1865 to 72 000,000 gallons 
in 1888, and fermented liquors from 3,100,­ 
000 barrels to 24,700,000 barrels in the same 
period. Sixteen million bushels of grain 
and 2,500,000 gallous of molasses were used 
last year in the manufacture of the distilled 
potion. 
The consumption of distilled spirits de­ 
creased from 80,000,000 gallons in 1S70 to 
76 000 000 gallons last year, while during 
the same period the consumption of wine 
increased from 12,000,000 gallons to 36 000,­ 
000 gallons, and malt liquors from 205,000,­ 
000 gallons to 767,000,000 gallons. 
The total internal revenue and customs 
revenue increased on the three above arti­ 
cles from $44 231,240 in 1866 to $100,293,628 
last year, notwithstanding the several re­ 
ductions.

C ltauce for an In v estig atio n o f tiie C ity’s

The person who is paid to look after the 
fire-alarm system has had various excuses 
to oiler for p set errors of the kind referred 
to, and it is bstrely pussible that he can 
show he is not to blame, l.ut property-own- 
ers require some positive evidence in that di­ 
rection, or a change m the service.

1 reasonable that such blun­ 
ders cannot be avoided. As it is, the fire- 
alarm service is more than a farce—it is a 
positive m enace to tbe comm unity.

Suey K ay A ccuses All T ong of Shooting 
H im —H is Story Not C red ited . 
On yesterday Suey Kay, the Chinaman 
who was shot the other evening by a 
countrym an on T hird and I streets, said 
that he knew that one Ah Tong, a China­ 
m an who worked around in different resi­ 
dences, was the party that shot him . 
Officer Carroll accordingly went to the 
Congress H all Saloon and arrested the 
C hinam an. 
H e was brought before the 
injured m an, and the latter claimed to 
positively identify him as the one who 
did the shooting. 
The arrested man, however, says he had 
nothing whatever to do with the alfair, 
and rem arked : "M e think he cl8zv.” 
The officers do not think that Á1) Tong 
is the party wanted at all. 
It is said that 
different Chinamen visiting the sick man 
have induced him to swear that Ah Tong 
did the shooting, so as to have revenge 
on some one, if not upon the guilty party. 
A nother theory is that Suey Kay has a 
grudge against Tong, and finding that the 
real party cannot be apprehended, has con­ 
cluded to do the next best thing and lay the 
blam e on Tong. 
Later in tbe evening Ah Tong was again 
taken before the wounded man, and again 
the latter said positively that he was the 
one who shot him . H e still declared that 
he would get well, and refused to make an 
ante-mortem statement. 
Chief Lee does not believe that Ah Tong 
is tbe guilty party, but will of course hold 
him awaiting further developments. He 
thinks the police have the right party in 
view, and a vigorous search is being made 
for him . 
Seuey Kay ¡^resting easily, and in reply 
to a reporter's? inquiry last night, said he 
was feeling better. 
Although the City 
Physician regards his case as hopeless, it 
may be that the bullet, in its wanderings 
through the Chinam an’s interior, pene­ 
trated no vital part. 
H is firm resolution 
to get well is also in his favor, and as he 
appears to be of robust constitution, there 
is a remote possibility that he may recover. 


ONE MORE UNFORTUNATE. 


A n U nknow n Man C om m its Suicide l»y 
H anging in Yolo C ounty. 
W hat appears to have been one of the 
m ost determined suicides that has ever oc­ 
curred in this vicinity took place yesterday 
on Casselman's ranch, five miles up the 
river, from the town of W ashington, Yolo 
county. 
A man was driving by the ranch 
early in the morning, when he was horrified 
to see the ghastly form hanging from the 
limb of an oak tree. 
Reeves & Long, undertakers, of this city, 
were notified and were on the scene as 
quickly as possible. 
The body, hardly 
cold, was cut down and brought to this 
city. 
The deceased had torn his overalls in 
strips and made a rope about five feet long. 
A slip-knot was on one end, and the other 
was securely fasteued to the limb of the 
tree. Judging from the position in which 
the body was when discovered, the man 
m ust have climbed up into the tree, placed 
the rope around his neck and then swung 
him self off the limb. The rope was pulled 
tightly around his throat, and it is believed 
that his neck was not broken, but that he 
died from strangulation. 
W hen found there was nothing on the 
lower extremities of the body, excepting a 
pair ol drawers and socks. The upper por­ 
tion had on a coat, vest and dark "red 
flannel shirt. The shoes, a pair of gaiters, 
were on the ground. Though th t man was 
strangled to dead, his features were not dis­ 
torted in any m anner. The rope had made 
a black m ark around the neck, and there 
was considerable swelling under tbe ears. 
There were no papers on the body, nor 
other evidence in the clothing to lead to 
the identity ot the unfortunate man. All 
he had was an empty pocket book and a 
corn-cob pipe. 
The body was that of a 
m an five feet seven inches in bight, and 
about thirty years of age. He was of light 
complexion, with light-brown hair and a 
light mustache, and his face was considera­ 
bly frpckled. His coat and vest were dark 
aud the overalls blue. He was buried in 
the potters’ field yesterday.

Attorney-General Johnson has forwarded 
the following opinion to Hon. Ira G. lloitt, 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction:

Tlie 
V aluable Im p ro v em en ts R ecently 
M ade to th e C ap ital H otel. 
The work of remodeling the interior of 
the Capital Hotel, which Messrs. Blessing 
& Guthrie inaugurated some time ago. is 
now completed, excepting some finishing 
touches in the way of painting, whitening, 
etc. These im provem ents being almost 
wholly in the rear, their m agnitude is un­ 
known except to those who have viewed 
the work. They consist chiefly of an en­ 
tire remodeliDg of that portion of the ho­ 
tel in the rear of the front tier of rooms. 
Two brick walls, three stories in hight 
above the basement, and running back 106 
feet, have been erected on either side of the 
court-yard, and the rooms opening thereon 
have been enlarged. There is now not a 
dark room in the house, every one opening 
either on the street, or the spacious court­ 
yard. In order to get a sufficiently solid 
foundation, it was deemed advisable to 
sink down eighteen feet below the street 
level. The basement has been filled in for 
several feet, and all the piers have been 
raised and provided with iron caps 16x16x2 
inches. The new arrangem ent has greatly 
enlarged the kitchen, wbich is now one of 
the most roomy and convenient ot which 
any hotel can boast. 
Bath and toilet rooms supplied with the 
most modern conveniences have been pro­ 
vided on each floor, the ceilings and walls 
of all the rooms and halls scraped and 
whitened, and all the interior woodwork 
repainted. The plum bing throughout is of 
the most massive character. 
The pipes are 
all of iron, and the traps of the most im ­ 
proved inventions. The escape-pipes are 
of large dimensions aDd run up to the roof, 
giving the entire structure the best possible 
ventilation. 
On the Seventh-street side the old dinine- 
room has been divided up into into offices, 
etc. Two of these (adjoining one another) 
have been engaged by a physician ; one will 
be reserved by the proprietors for use as a 
sample-room, and another will be fitted up 
as a billiard-parlor. In the rear of these 
rooms, and convenient to the hotel office, 
has been constructed a large, airy wash­ 
room and series of closets, etc., for the use 
of both tenants and guests. 
These improvements will be greatly ap­ 
preciated by tbe patrons of the house, and 
are creditable to the enterprise of its pro­ 
prietors, whose expense will be in tbe 
neighborhood of $10,000. Messrs. Blessing 
and Guthrie have lived long in Sacramento; 
they are competent to judge intelligently of 
its prospects, and the fact that they are dis­ 
posed to lay out their money in im prove­ 
m ents of so expensive a character should 
serve to stim ulate others in that direction. 
They have in contemplation other plans by 
which the exterior of their hotel will be 
vastly improved in an architectural point of

m ight be possible to have the fire-alarm 
system kei t in such a state of repair that 
alarm s could be sent in correctly. 
It is too 
serious a m atter to be trifled with, and 
there should be a thorough investigation, 
w ithout further delay, and the blam e fixed 
wherever i: belongs.

The person who is paid to look after the 
fire-alarm s) stem has had various excuses 
to oiler for p i-t errors of the kind referred 
to, and it is barely possible that be can 
show he ;s not to blame, but property-own- 
ers require some positive evidencein that di­ 
rection, or a change in the service. It does 
not seem at ¡vi reasonable that such blun­ 
ders cannot be avoided. As it is, the fire- 
alarm servii e is more than a tarce—it is a 
positive menace to the comm unity.

S uey K ay A c c u se s All T o n g o f S h o o tin g 
U im —Hi* S to ry N ot C re d ite d . 
On yesterday Suey Kay, the Chinaman 
who was shot the other evening by a 
countrym an on Third and I streets, said 
that he knew that one Ah Tong, a China­ 
m an who worked around in different resi­ 
dences, was the party that shot him . 
Officer Carroll accordingly went to the 
Congress H all Saloon and arrested the 
Chinam an. 
H e was brought before the 
injured m an, and the latter claimed to 
positively identify him as the one who 
uid the shooting. 
The arrested man, however, says he had 
nothing whatever to do with the affair, 
and rem arked : “ Me think he clazv.” 
The officers do not think that Áh Tong 
is the party wanted at all. 
It is said that 
different Chinamen visiting the sick man 
have induced him to swear that Ah Tong 
did the shooting, so as to have revenge 
on some one, if not upon the guilty party. 
A nother theory is that Suey Kay has a 
grudge against Tong, and finding that the 
real party cannot be apprehended, has con­ 
cluded to do the next best thing and lay the 
blam e on Tong. 
Later in the evening Ah Tong was again 
taken before the wounded man, and again 
the latter said positively that he was the 
one who shot him . H e still declared that 
he would get well, and refused to make an 
ante-mortem statement. 
Chief Lee does not believe that Ah Tong 
is the guilty party, but will of course hold 
him awaiting further developments. He 
thinks the police have the right party in 
view, and a vigorous search is being made 
for him . 
Seuey Kay infesting easily, and in reply 
to a reporter'Sr inquiry last night, said he 
was feeling better. 
Although the City 
Physician regards his case as hopeless, it 
may be that the bullet, in its wanderings 
through the Chinam an’s interior, pene­ 
trated no vital part. 
His firm resolution 
to get well is also in his favor, and as he 
appears to be of robust constitution, there 
is a remote possibility that he may recover. 


ONE MORE UNFORTUNATE. 


An U nk n ow n Man C om m its S u icid e by 
H a n g in g in Y oio C ounty. 
W hat appears to have been one of the 
most determined suicides that has ever oc­ 
curred in this vicinity took place yesterday 
on Casselman’s ranch, five miles up the 
river, from the town of W ashington, Yolo 
county. 
A m an was driving by the ranch 
early in the morning, when he was horrified 
to see the ghastly form hanging from the 
limb of an oak tree. 
Reeves & Long, undertakers, of this city, 
were notified and were on the scene as 
quickly as possible. 
The body, hardly 
cold, was cut down and brought to this 
city. 
The deceased had torn his overalls in 
strips and made a rope about five feet long. 
A slip knot was on one end, and the other 
was securely fastened to the limb of the 
tree. Judging from the position in which 
the body was when discovered, the man 
m ust have climbed up into the tree, placed 
the rope around his neck and then swung 
him self off the limb. The rope was pulled 
tightly around his throat, and it is believed 
that bis neck was not broken, but that he 
died from strangulation. 
W hen found there was nothing on the 
lower extremities of the body, excepting a 
pair ot drawers and socks. The upper por­ 
tion had on a coat, vest and dark red 
ffannel shirt. The shoes, a pair of gaiters, 
were on the ground. Though th t m an was 
strangled to dead, his features were not dis­ 
torted in any m anner. The rope had made 
a black m ark around the neck, and there 
was considerable swelling under the ears. 
There were no papers on the body, nor 
other evidence in the clothing to lead to 
the identity ot the unfortunate man. All 
he had was an empty pocket book and a 
corn-cob pipe. 
The body was that of a 
man five feet seven inches in bight, and 
about thirty years of age. H e was of light 
complexion, with light-brown hair and a 
light mustache, and his face was considera­ 
bly freckled. His coat and vest were dark 
and the overalls blue. He was buried in 
the potters’ field yesterday. 


T h e F lectio n W hs V alid. 
Attorney-General Johnson has forwarded 
the following opinion to Hon. Ira G. Hoitt, 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction: 
‘Replying to the inquiry of W illiam M. 
Maxwell, of K night’s Ferry, subm itted by 
yon to me, I have to say that, under Section 
1597 of the Political Code, the polls at the 
election of School Trustees should have 
been kept open four hours, but it seems 
that the notices posted specified that the 
polls would be open between the hours of 
1 and 4 o’clock. This would be only three 
hours. The voters, therefore, who voted 
between 4 and 5 o’clock properly voted, 
and the election of Trustees cannot be set 
aside on this account. The notice would 
be good as specifying the initial hour for 
commencement of voting, and the law sup­ 
plies the term inal hour, which would be 5 
o’clock."

V alu ab le Im p ro v em en ts 
R ecen tly 
M ade to th e C ap ital H o tel. 
The work of remodeling the interior of 
the Capital Hotel, which Messrs. Blessing 
& Guthrie inaugurated some tim e ago, is 
now completed, excepting some finishing 
touches in the way of painting, whitening, 
etc. These im provem ents being almost 
wholly in the rear, their m agnitude is un­ 
known except to those who have viewed 
the work. They consist chiefly of an en­ 
tire remodeling of that portion of the ho­ 
tel in the rear of the front tier of rooms. 
Two brick walls, three stories in hight 
above the basement, and running back 106 
feet, have been erected on either side of the 
court-yard, and the rooms opening thereon 
have been enlarged. There is now not a 
dark room in the house, every one opening 
either on the street, or the spacious court­ 
yard. In order to get a sufficiently solid 
foundation, it was deemed advisable to 
sink down eighteen feet below the street 
level. The basement has been filled in for 
several feet, and all the piers have been 
raised and provided with iron caps 16x16x2 
inches. The new arrangem ent has greatlv 
enlarged the kitchen, wfiich is now ODe of 
the most roomy and convenient ot which 
any hotel can boast. 
Bath and toilet rooms supplied with the 
most modern conveniences have been pro­ 
vided on each floor, the ceilings and walls 
of all the rooms and halls scraped and 
whitened, and all the interior woodwork 
repainted. The plum bing throughout is of 
the most massive character. The pipes are 
all of iron, and the traps of the most im ­ 
proved inventions. The escape-pipes are 
of large dimensions and run up to the roof, 
giving the entire structure the best possible 
ventilation. 
On the Seventh-street side the old dinine- 
room has been divided up into into offices, 
etc. Two of these (adjoining one another) 
have been engaged by a physician ; one will 
be reserved by the proprietors for use as a 
sample-room, and another will be fitted up 
as a billiard-parlor. In the rear of these 
rooms, and convenient to the hotel office, 
has been constructed a large, airy wash­ 
room and series of closets, etc., for the use 
of both tenants and guests. 
These improvements will be greatly ap­ 
preciated by the patrons of the house, and 
are creditable to the enterprise of its pro­ 
prietors, whose expense will be in the 
neighborhood of $10,000. Messrs. Blessing 
and Guthrie have lived long in Sacramento; 
they are competent to judge intelligently of 
its prospects, and the fact that they are dis­ 
posed to lay out their money in im prove­ 
m ents of so expensive a character should 
serve to stim ulate others in that direction. 
They have in contemplation other plans by 
which the exterior of their hotel will be 
vastly improved in an architectural point of 
view.

About the "hottest” m an in the city last 
night was Chief of Police Lee. H is wrath 
was caused by the disagreement of the jury 
that was selected to try the case of Mrs. 
Anderson, who was charged with keeping 
a disorderly house. It was the second time 
that twelve “good men and true” had been 
called in to sit upon the case, and each 
time they agreed to disagree. 
“ W hat’s the use,” asked the Chief, “ of a 
person trying to breaK up that bell-hole, 
when twelve citizens, selected with care, 
for the purpose of trying the case, fail to 
convict? People talk about the police al­ 
lowing this or that disreputable place to 
run, when the fact is the police are power­ 
less to accomplish anything, so long as 
juries fail to convict!” 
“W hat was the m atter w ith some of the 
witnesses?” was asked. 
“ Yes,” replied Lee, “look at the way 
that m an Slaughter testified. W hy, he and 
others have come to m y house in the dead 
hours of the night and complained that 
they could get no sleep, owing to the racket 
kept np at that place, where the worst 
characters in town gather, and then he 
goes on the stand and swears that they 
were no annoyance to him , and he had no 
complaint to m ake.” 
“ W hat explanation does he make of his 
conduct?” 
None at all, except that he pretends to 
be afraid of ’the boys,’ meaning the roughs 
that frequent the place. H e says they 
would thrash him if he testified against 
Mrs. Anderson.”

R oukdoct, Ju ly 101 ti —T he biggest storm 
of the sum m er visited H udson valley last 
evening. 
T he rain fell in torrents, and 
huge volum es of w ater rushed through th e 
streets and choked the sewers. 
T he rain 
■was accom panied by th u n d er and light­ 
ning. 
H ailstones as large as hazelnuts fell 
in large quantities, crashing through th e 
glass like bullets. 
R eports from the fruit­ 
grow ing belt state th a t m uch dam age was 
done to sm all fruits, especially plum s and 
grapes. 


S a r a t o g a (N. Y .), Ju ly 10th.—T he tele­ 
p hone people at A m sterdam state th at a 
w ashout at A iken, N. Y , three m iles west 
of there, has torn u p 400 feet ot the track, 
an d cut off com m unication w ith th e W est. 


A m s te r d a m (N. Y .), Ju ly 10th.—T he to­ 
tal dam age to crops, railroads and build­ 
ings in this vicinity w ill probably leach 
$ 100,000. 
T roy (N . Y .), Ju ly 10th.—R eports have 
íeacbed here tb ai three big dam s have 
been w ashed aw ay near Johnstow n, N. Y . 
Crowds of people were on a bridge w atch­ 
in g th e flood, w hen it was carried aw ay 
an d several people were drow ned. 
The 
tow n is in darkness, nine biidges and the 
electric light p lant having been washed 
aw ay, and so w ere three skin m ills at Glov- 
ersville. 
One body has been recovered. 
T h e w a'er was three feet deep in th e tow n 
o f P onda at m idnight. 
T h e rain is falling in torrents, and m ills 
an d sheds are bring sw ept aw ay. 
T he 
dow n-pour caused the C ayandutta creek to 
becom e a raging torrent, w hich burst its 
b ounds. 
Two dam s gave way, being u n ­ 
able to stand the enorm ous pressure. 
T he 
torrent sw ept on, taking along several fac­ 
tories on the banks, valued at m any th o u ­ 
sands of dollars. 
A n um ber of buildings 
w ere also sw ept aw ay. 
T he Fonda, Jo h n s­ 
tow n and Gloversville R ailroad loses eight 
bridges. 
A t Fonda, the New Y ork C entral 
R ailroad bridge was carried aw ay alm ost 
bodily, taking along the telegraph wires, 
so that it is alm ost im possible to hold com ­ 
m unication betw een FoDda and th e su r­ 
ro u n d in g tow ns. 


ANOTHER SUFFERING JOHNSTOWN.

bridge to the dam , w here he w ent over, 
going dow n a distance of sixteen ieet.

succeeded in sw im m ing ashore. 
P eter 
Kvin w ent dow n w ith fifteen others and 
w as carried under th e Ferry-street bridge. 
P u rd y Case rescued tw o m en nam ed Neilis 
an d V osburg by m eans of ropes. 
It is be­ 
lieved the tw o m en w ho w ent dow n on the 
p lan k lost th eir lives at th e dam and the 
bodies were carried dow n th e M ohaw k 
river. 
It is new thought th at fifteen live3 were 
lost last night in th e floods. 
F o u r bodies 
w ere recovered this m orning. 
A t 4 a .m . 
th e body of B urt Speedwell, fifteen years of 
age. was recovered from the debris at this 
place. 
A n h o u r iater the body of A lbert 
C okely was pulled out from under drift­ 
w ood back of E vans M ills. 
Soon after the 
body of a m an nam ed Treadw ell was found 
in th e sam e place. 
A t 9 a . m. th e body of 
C harles Frear, fifty-live years of age, a car­ 
penter, was uncovered from under the wreck 
a t E vans M ills. 
All the bodies were badly- 
bruised and were rem oved to the police 
headquarters, w here they will be held 
pending the C oroner’s inquest. 
T he pecu­ 
n iary loss will probably not be great. 
T he 
loss on Schrim er’s M ill, th e largest in d i­ 
vidual loss, is about $10,000. 
T he persons m issing who m ay have been 
drow ned, although there is no certainty 
th a t they were, are as follows: R. I). S im ­ 
m ons, of the firm of R . I>. Sim m ons & Co.. 
painters: W illie M yers, nine years old, and 
Miss Ao:t M iller, an em ploye in th e glass 
factory. T he reports o f th e num ber lost 
are uncertain. 
T he n u m b er ranges from 
fifteen to sixty. 
T he latter is probably 
m uch too large.

th e Ferry-street bridge. 
Suddenly 
the 
bride gave way an d the people on the 
structure were throw n into th e current. 
S om e escaped and others were 
curried 
d ow n stream .”

G ardiner G. T yler, 
who lives in C harles Oily, county Va., 
Dr. L seklan T yler of W ashington City and 
Mrs. W illiam Kilis of M ontgom ery county. 
Ju lia G ardiner T yler, the deceased, was 
the second wife of Jo h n T yler, the tenth 
President of the U nited States. 
She was 
born 
on 
G ardiner's Island, near East 
H am pton, N- Y ., in 1820. 
She was edu­ 
cated at Chegary Institute, New Y ork City, 
and after a short tim e spent in travel 
through Europe, she cam e to W ashington 
w ith her father in 1849. 
A tew weeks after their arrival they ac­ 
cepted an invitation ftom P resident T yler 
to attend a pleasure excursion dow n the 
river on the war steam er Princeton. 
T he 
festivities on this occasion 
were sadly 
m arred by the explosion of a gun on the 
vessel, causing loss of life. 
A m ong those 
killed was Miss G ardiner’s father. 
H is bodv was taken to th e W hite H ouse, 
and Miss ¿ a -d in e r w rs throw n a great deal 
I in to tb e so c e ty o f the President, ow ing to 
the peculiar circum stances attending her 
father’s death. 
P resident T yler’s first wife had died 
shortly atter be entered the W hite House, 
and he paid Miss IG ardiuer m arked atten ­ 
tion, w hich resulted in their m arriage in 
New Y ork City J u n e 26,1844. 
For the succeeding eight m onths of Pres­ 
ident T yler's term she presided over the 
W hite H ouse w ith tact, grace and dignity. 
Afier the 4th ot M arch, 1845, Mrs. T yler 
letired w ith her husband to the seclusion 
o f th eir country place at "S herw ood F or­ 
est," on th e banks of tbe Janies river, V ir­ 
ginia. 
She rem ained in V irginia u n til after tbe 
civil war. her husband having died about 
the beginning of the strife, and then went to 
reside at her m other’s residence on Castle 
H ill, Staten Island. 
A fter several years 
residence there she rem oved to R ichm ond, 
Va , w here she died. 
Mrs. T yler was a 
R om an C atholic in her religious belief.
